The End of an Era 


September 28, 1910, marked the 
opening of the third Country Day School 
in the country, the first west of the 
Mississippi River. Due mostly to the effort 
of Mrs. A. Ross Hill, the Country Day 
School opened with a faculty of two and 
a student body numbering less than 
twenty. 

For the next two years, under the 
leadership of Headmaster Ralf Hoffman, 
classes were held in the Wornall 
homestead. Because of a lack of space the 
school was forced to move to a new 
building at 57th street and Wornall. There 
the student body continued to grow, more 
than doubling to an enrollment of 
forty-five. 

After a Board of Trustees was 
founded and a fund-raising drive held, the 
ever expanding school purchased, in 1914, 
a plot of land at the intersection of State 
Line and Ward Parkway. Hoffman was 
still head to a school with 22 acres, one 
building, 75 students and an inexperienced 
young faculty. 

After a period of transition where 
various faculty members ran the school, 
Charles Bradlee assumed the role of 
Headmaster in 1924. He came to a 
disorganized institution on the brink of 
folding. Bradlee proposed a reorganization 
plan which set up the current lower, 
middle, and upper school divisions. This 
plan divided the faculty and board. Guy 
Goodman, one of the interim Headmas- 
ters, led this faction which in 1920 
established the Pembroke School for boys. 
That school, located at 75th and State 
Line, rivaled Country Day, and soon, 
because of the depression and other 
factors, the schools merged and formed 
the Pembroke-Country Day School. 

During the twelve year period, 
Country Day did not let the division 
hinder its situation. In 1920 construction 
began on the Schuyler Ashley building. It 
served as a dormitory enabling Country 
Day to begin drawing students outside of 


Missouri. Howard Jones, the Headmaster 
for part of this period, saw the enrollment 
rise past one hundred and fifty students. 

When the two schools merged they 
chose as their heads the former leaders of 
the original schools, Jones and Hugh 
Francis from Country Day and Pembroke 
School respectively. After Francis left and 
Jones resigned, Bradford Kingman as- 
sumed the role of Headmaster in 1943. 
The Kingman years, 1943-1953, proved to 
be ones of stabilization and expansion. 





Enrollment rose from under 200 to 350 
when he left. Also, under Kingman, a 
capitol improvement drive was held which 
enabled the revitalization of the campus 
and the construction of Memorial Hall 
t housed a Junior School, and the 
completion of th 
BM e Schuyler Ashley 
When Kingman died, Peter Schwartz 
became Headmaster. He continued on the 
Kingman expansion theme by seeing to the 
construction of the Lower School Building 





and Pierson Gym. Because of a need for 
more classrooms and the declining border 
enrollment, Schuyler Ashley Dorm Wai 
converted into Ashley Hall. 

After Schwartz's ten years, Calvin 
Atwood became Headmaster. Capping ofr 
the thirty year building program, 
Atwood’s term saw the demolition of the 
old White Hall and Junior School and the 


construction of the Design for Learning | 


Complex. The land across State Line, 
Kroh Campus, was purchased during his 
term. 

In 1971, Atwood resigned and Dean 
of Students Kevin Madden, in one of his 
various roles at the school, assumed the 
duties of Headmaster for the 1971-72 
school year. In 1972, Roger Boocock 
became the last Pembroke-Country Day 
Headmaster. 

His term, which ended in 1984 with 
the formation of the Pembroke Hill 
School, was one of continued stability and 





continued growth. Enrollment grew, the | 


campus was complete with the building of 
the Hall Student Center, and the school’s 
financial position was significantly im 
proved with major additions to endow 
ment. 

Thus, when it was announced in 4 
letter from the Board of Trustees on June 
23, 1983 that the Pembroke-Country Day 


School would merge with the Sunset Hill 


School, seventy-three years of tradition

For headmaster John Bird, this 
ear has been one of many challenges. 
In planning for the upcoming merger 
though, Bird did not forget the 
students. It was not uncommon to find 
him kidding around with a student in 
the halls or lunchroom. Bird admitted 
that one of his greatest challenges lay 
in staying in touch with the day-to-day 
school life while planning for a radically 
different year. Bird found another of his 
challenges to be holding back from 
instituting the many changes that he 
saw necessary as the year progressed. 
He commented, ‘‘When the two 
schools merge, | want it to be 
something new and different, not just 
a sum of the two parts. Thus it is 
necessary to wait until the merger to

Agile Board Sets Prec 


The 1984-85 school year was a 
watershed year for the Pembroke Hill 
School Board of Trustees. The Board 
consisting of trustees representing 
both campuses as a result of the 
merger, faced new and important 
questions and made monumental 
decisions. 

The issues faced by the Board, the 
policy-making rather than administra- 
tive arm of the school, were all related 
to co-education, planned to begin in 
September 1985. Grade placement, 
selection of an architect and the cost 
of necessary changes in the school 
plant were all major concerns of the 
Board. 

One of the more prominent exam- 
ples of the Board's attempts to deal 
with the consequences of coeducation 
was the hiring of an independent 
consultant to recommend the optimum 
grade placement and distribution on the 
campuses. The Lieberfeld plan, as it 
was called, was eventually revised and 
accepted. 

To implement the plan, which 
called for the Upper School to be

located on the State Line Campus and 
the Middle School on the Wornal 
Campus, the Board hired an architeg 
The physical changes in the schoo!’ 
plant were major obstacles in the path 
of coeducation; the architect was to 
eliminate those obstacles. 

Contrary to popular belief, it is nol 
the Board's responsibility to direct 
school affairs or to administer policy. lt 
is rather the responsibility of those 
hired by the Board. The Board of 
Trustees is responsible for making sure 
that the school "goes in the proper 
direction" and, judging by the 1984.85 
school year, the Board fulfilled its 
mandate well. 

Student Representative to the 
Board of Trustees, Matt Myers, 
stated, "This year was a very exciting 
one, with the many important decisions 
needing to be made by the Board, as 


far as the new school is concerned. | |
